The bonrtl of aldermen met last even- 
ing at 8 o'clock. Present: Aids. Vigelius, 
Styles, Wilson, Kelly, Ooughlan and 
Powell. 

Minutes of previous meeting read and 
adopted. 

(.'OSIMUMUATIOXS 

From Lieut.-Col. Holmes of "C" Bat- 
tery, asking that tho roadway leading to 
the barracks he placed in a better con- 
dition for travel. Referred to tho stroet 
committee. 

Prom Joseph Perry, applying for per- 
mission to operate and use a steam lire- 
wood cutter in the city and move the 
machine from place to place. He felt it 
would be a bonelit to the city and do away 
with the employment of Chinese. 

Aid. Ooughlan, Yigolius and Styles 
were in favor of the application, and per- 
mission was accordingly granted subject 
to tho supervision of" the street com- 
mittee. 

jg Prom Jollll Paterson, calling attention 
' to tho way Bridge and Henry streets had 
beon left by contractors, a bank of earth 
thrown across the waterway, forming 
quite a large pond. Referred to tho 
street committee, 

Prom Turner, Beeton & Co., complain- 
ing of tho bad state of tho crossings on 
Wharf stroet, near the O. R. & N. Co.'s 
wharf. Referred to street committee to 
report. 

Prom R., P. and Catherine Medina, 
representatives of the Medina estate, ask- 
ing for a sidewalk on Simcoe street, where 
several new cottages have been erected. 

Aid. Powell said the work should bo 
dune at once, as at present tho stroet was 
^mpussnblo. 

Referred to the streot committee to re- 
port. 

From three Chinese linns, asking per- 
mission to luy a plank walk across Pis- 
gard streot, said walk to be about three 
feet wide, and to be in front of Wall 
Chong it Co.'b s ore. Referred to street 
committee to report. 

From (>. A. MoTavtsll, asking what ac- 
tion the council proposed to tuko in re- 
ference to a former letter, complaining of 
a foul drain running through his property. 

Referred to the street committee to re- 
port. 

From John Sayyen, stating that tho 
ditch below bis property was blocked up, 
ane asking that the matter bo remedied, 
Referred to tho stroot committee. 

From A, V. Bossi, asking for street 
lines on the corner of Quadra and John- 
son streets. Granted. 

From W. Atkins, again complaining of 
tho damage to his property on Dallas 
road, while tho contractor was making 
tho road, and stating that if not attended 
to now ho would place the matter in the 
hands of a lawyer. Referred to the street 
committee and city surveyor. 

From John H. Moldrum, asking for a 
gutter on tho north side of the Gorge road, 
to drain his proporty. Referred to tho 
street coiumitt. 

WRIT OF EXECUTION. 

A writ of execution issued out of the 
supreme court in the enso of Alox. Hen- 
dry vs. the Corporation was read, the sum 
of S924.30 being claimed, and stating that 
if tho amount was not paid forthwith tho 
goods and chattels of the corporation 
would bo seized by the BherilF. 

Aid. Ooughlan said this bill had been 
ordered paid some months ago, and ho 
considered tho serving of the writ a 
strange proceeding. 

Aid. Powell said no one had applied for 
tho money or it would have boon paid. 

His Worship said Mr. Duck had been 
instructed to pay tho bill whenever the 
money was asked for. 

Referred to the finance committee to be 
paid if found correct. 

Aid. Ooughlan said there would be 
sheriffs poundage ($50.00), cost of execu- 
tion, service of writ, etc., to be paid also. 

His worship thought that as the money 
had never been applied for, it would bu 
an well to explain the matter to Mr. Hen- 
dry's solicitor. 

THE STREET RAILWAY. 

From Eberts & Taylor, reporting on tho 
street railway Bcheme, and suggesting 
-some slight alterations in Mr. Warren's 
agreement which will be in the interest of 
the city. 

His worship said it was the duty of the 
council to conserve the interests of tho 
people by seeing that while everything 
was done to aid the promoters, caro 
should be taken of tho city's interests in 
tho matter. 

Referred to the legal advisers and 
the special committee to prepare a suit- 
able by-law for submission to the council 
next meeting. 

Aid. Ooughlan gave notion of the first 
reading of the street railway by-law. 

From W. 11. Mason, secretary of tho 
B. C. Benevolent .Society, asking for a 
free license for the performance at The 
Victoria 011 Thursday evening. Granted. 
DELINQUENT TAXES, 
From S. Duck, assessor and collector, 
directing attention to arrears of taxes on 
the assessment roll for several years prior 
to 1885, amounting to some seven hundred 
dollars odd. These arrears were among 
H2 taxpayers, and several upon 
being notified had come forward with 
receipts showing that they had 
paid what they were assessed for in subse- 
quent years. Others claimed that Mr. 
Russell was in tho habit of making a re- 
duction in tho amount of their taxes 
whenever complaint was made. 

Aid. Kolly wanted to refer tho matter 
to tho city barrister. 

Mr. Partridge explained how tho mis- 
takes occurred, by not having the as- 
sessment roll made out yearly. 

Aid. Cnuglan thought as there would 
bo some difficulty in collecting this money, 
it would be as well to strike tho whole 
arrears out. 

His worship said all the sums were due 
prior to 1885. 

Mr. Partridge said some of tho parties 
were poor widows, whoso taxes had beon 
remitted by Mr, Russell by direction of 
the council. 

His worship said if those amounts were 
not cloared olf those in arrears would not 
be legally entitled to voto at the muni- 
cipal election. 

On motion tho matter was left in the 
hands of tho finance committee with 
power to act. 

From A. V. Bossi, asking for street 
linos for lot 841. Granted. 

From Jas. A. Cohen, asking for a share 
of the city printing. Referred to tho 
printing committee. 

INSURANCE. 

Ootmnunicfttions from insurance agents 
re renewal of insurance on city hall, wore 
roferrod to the hall committee. 

REPORTS. 

Tho report of the electrician, R. 13. Mo- 
Micking, was read, stating that some of 
tho masts were In a slinky condition, and 
it was time a full complement of lamps 
were distributed through tho city. 

Aid. Vigelius was in favor of doing aw y 
with tho mnst on Government street and 
distributing the lights where they were 
more needed. 

Aid. Ooughlan said the state of nfiaiii 
wore anything but satisfactory, and the 



soonor they woro attended to tho better. 

Tho Mayor — I quite agree with you. 

Referred to tho olectric light commit- 
tee. 

Tho streot committee reported that 
they had no power to change tho name of 
stroots us desired by Mr. Heywood, who 
asked to change the name of upper Port 
stroot to "Chestnut Avenue"; also making 
some suggestions us to street improve- 
ments. 

Aid. Ooughlan thought that if the rate- 
payers in the locality wanted the name 
changed, it was legal to do so. 

Aid. Stylos said if tho name was changed 
it would bo an alteration of the city map, 
anil this would entail an act of parlia- 
ment. 

Report received and adopted. 

Aid. Vigelius moved that the clerk be 
instructed to prepare the voters' list for 
the forthcoming election. 

Seconded by Aid. Kelly -and carried. 

Aid. Kelly asked that before all tho 
mony was spent tho council would give 
him a little bit of sidewalk near his pro 
perty on Yates street. He was not ask 
ing for much, and the walk was badly 
needed. He hoped the council would 
"take pity on tho old nun" and give him 
what he asked for. (.Laughter.) 

After some further discussion on the 
question as to who would be entitled to 
voto, the council adjourned.

Saved rroin Hit- OnllOWR. 

Boston, Nov. 12.— The sentence of 
Mrs. Sarah Jane Robinson, who was to bo 
hanged on Friday next for the murder of 
her brother-in-law, has boon commuted to 
life imprisonment. 

An Anarchist Celebration. 

New York, Nov. 12.— Tho spacious 
hall in Cooper Union was crowded on 
Saturday night with anarchists and social- 
ists, assembled to commemorate tho exe- 
cution of tho live votaries last year in 
Chicago. Rod flairs, draped in crape, 
were scattered about the hall, and the 
platform was one bower of these flaming 
emblems of anarchy. Tho portraits of 
the five executed Chicago anarchists, pro 
fusely in crape, were placed in front of 
tho chairman's table. Flanked on either 
side of those woro two chalk busts of 
August Spies and Louis Ling, with a 
bright scarlet sash stretched across their 
breasts. A band composed of volunteers 
from tho musical progressive union was 
stationed on the platform, and furnished 
a medloy of tunes, alternating with dead 
marches and selections from Weber and 
other composers. Glee clubs singing con- 
tributed to tho goneral entertainment. 

Dcstb ol nn Old Newspaper Man. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 12. — Col. John 
Knapp, for many years business manager 
and one of the proprietors of the Missouri 
Republican, now called tho St. Louis Re- 
publican, died at his home here at mid- 
night last night, aged 70.

Ho was takei before Justice Taney, 
waived reading of tho complaint, and was 
released on gl.000 bail. The examination 
was set for November 19th, at 10 o'clock 
a.m. 

The story of his arrest is quite nn in- 
teresting one, and dates back to the days 
when G. Hamilton Orifiiu first began to 
arrange for flight from this city. 

Gamier knew Griffin very well, and when 
Griflin was arrested for embezzlement, 
Gamier went on his bail bond, and justi- 
fied in tho sum of §2,500. He went be- 
fore Deputy County Clerk H. W. Edel- 
man and swore he was worth over and 
above tho sum of 32,500. 

Tho complaint on which he was arrest- 
ed seta forth that he was not worth that 
sum or any other over und above his just 
liabilities, etc. 

Tho complaint is rather lengthy, and 
brings up tho old Griflin matter in all its 
glory. 

At the time of Griflin'B arrest he had 
been bIiowii up to such an extent that no 
one would have anything to do with him, 
and his wife started out to gather up 
bondsmen. She soon found that she had 
a mighty hard job on hand, and had to re- 
sort to tears and all that kind of thing. 
Finally she ran across Mr. Gamier and, 
after a good deal of talk, he was induced 
to go on the bond, and it was then that ho 
made his mistake. 

As soon as Griflin r leased he 

gathered up what m i . uld get his 

hands on and skipped I hi c .intry. 

His bondsmen made quite a stir about 
tho runaway, and even offered §200 for 
his arrest, and employed a detective to 
catch him, But when A. J. Lucas, the 
detective employed, did arrest the colored 
doctor ill Victoria, B. 0., tho bondsmen 
suddenly came to the conclusion that they 
did not want him, and ho was rolcased. 
Since thou tho bondsmen have been sued, 
but, as is tho caso in almost all matters of 
that kind, tho county has failed to collect 
tho money, and tho bondsmen are not out 
a cent up to date. 

Montane was the complaining witness 
in tho case against Griffin, and as ho failed 
to convict that slippery creature ho has 
made up his mind to get oven with the 
bondsmen. 

Griflin wrote to one of his numerous 
creditors a few weeks ago and told him 
that he had one of his bondsmen up in 
Victoria, and ho further Stated that he 
would soon return to Los Angeles and 
straighten up everything. 

Mr. Gamier could not bo found yester- 
day, so it is not known what course he 
intends to tnke in tho matter. 

Mr. Montane has not been down town 
since tho complaint was issued, and it is 
said that ho is at home all bunged up 
from a bruise on the side of his head, 
which ho claims was caused by tho falling 
of a timber. 



OKANAGON NOTES. 

On Tuosday morning, Nov. 6th, the 
dwolling of Sir. A. Lefevre, Okahagan 
Mission, was destroyed by tire. Mr. Lu- 
fevro had finished his breakfast, and 
started to a distant part of his ronohe, 
Soon after one of his children noticed fire 
falling through the uppor lloor. Mrs. 
Lefovre discovered the house on fire near 
a stovo-pipe, and before the furniture 
could be removed the building was in 
flames and was soon burned to the 
ground. Tho loss is about §2,000, and 
great sympathy is felt for Mr. Lefevre 
and his worthy family. Another refi- 
dence is to be orectod as soon as possible.

When the wise of Dr. G. Hamilton 
Griflin, which has been the all-engrossing 
topic of conversation on tho streets for 
the past two days, was called in the police 
court yesterday morning, the doctor stood 
up in the dock the picture of content- 
ment. The stereotype smile pluyed about 
his lips, but still he did not appear quite 
as happy as on the first diy of his exam- 
ination. Ho had concluded to entrust 
his defence to legal counsel and Mr. F. G. 
Walker appeared as his representative, 
and asked that the prisoner be allowed u 
leave the dock and take a seat at 
table. Mr. Taylor raising no objection, 
permission was granted and the doctor 
took his seat beside his counsol. 

Hon. Robert Dunsmuir was the first 
witness called by the prosecution. He de- 
posed to knowing tho prisoner by sight. 
.Saw him the day on which the first loco- 
motive was brought across the now rail- 
way bridge towards the end of March of 
this year. He (the witness) owned cer- 
tain coal lands in the province. Had heard 
that Dr. (iriflin had bonded some coal 
lands. Had received five threatening let- 
ters through tho mails. Would recognize 
tho letters again if they were shown him. 
(Letters produced). This one (dated 
August 1st) was tho one 1 first received. 
It is signed by "The Bluck Hand." It 
stated that I was to be killed by order of 
"Tho Black Hand." (Laughter.) 

Mr. Walker — I object to that letter 
being read. 

Letter was placed in court as Exhibit A. 
Mr. Dunsmuir (continuing) — 1 received 
the second letter (Exhibit B) about Aug- 
ust 5th; the third (C) on August 15th j the 
fourth (D) was written on the first of Sep- 
tember and received about that time, and 
the next on tho 11th of October. 

Mr. Walker — Now, I suppose, I can see 
tho letters ? 

Mr. Taylor— Certainly, 1 have no ob- 
jection to Mr. Walker seeing them. 

Mr. Walker — And no objection to lot- 
ting Dr. Griffin see them ? 

Mr. Taylor — Not if they remain in your 
hands. Of course you are responsible for 
them. 

Mr. Dunsmuir (continuing) — On receiv- 
ing the first letter I did nothing, but 
showed it to one or two of my friends. 1 
sent for a Spanish dictionary first — the 
letter was written in Spanish and Greek — 
and made the letter out so far that I found 
that it stated thai 1 was to be killed — by 
the order of the "Black Hand." There 
vvas an executive meeting on that day, 
and I took the letter in my pocket and 
showed it to my colleagues and to the 
attorney-general, who took it to Judge 
Crease to obtain a translation. I took no 
action in tho matter until I received the 
second letter. Then I sent for the police 
and put the cbbo in thoir hands. Then 1 
received the third letter. I did 
nothing but handed it over to 
the police. On receipt of the 
other letters I did nothing, but handed 
them to the police, who had the case in 
hand to look after. 1 had no time to look 
into the matter myself. I received all 
five letters by mail in envelopes addressed 
to myself. I opened tho first four myself, 
and not being in town when the fifth ar- 
rived, my secretary opened it. I received 
the one myself that stated I was to bo 
killed in September (laughter from tho 
audience). I recognise the envelopes 
(produced and placed in evidence) as of 
the ones received containing tho threaten- 
ing letters. 

Mr. Taylor — Your honor, 1 will ask 
leave to recall Mr. Dunsmuir later. All 
the envelopes are not here, and we will 
require him to identify tho others when 
produced in court. 

Mr. Dunsmuir then left the stand sub- 
ject to recall. 

Mr. Maurice Lopatocki, of tho Evening 
Standard, was the noxt witness called. 
He deposed as follows: My name is Mau- 
rico'Lopatocki. I have seen the lottera 
produced. 

Mr. Walker— Don't you think it would 
bo as well to swear tho witness ? 

Mr. Taylor — I think it would be a cap- 
ital idea. 

The oath, which the magistrate had for- 
gotten, was administered in the usual 
form, and the witness continued:— 

1 called upon Hon. Mr. Dunsmun 
his request and this letter (exhibit A / 
handed to mo, and 1 was askod to trai..-i 
it. It was written in Greek and Span - 

His honor enquired what experieii 
the witness had had in translating or 
speaking tho languages mentioned. 

Mr. Lopatocki — 1 have lived six years 
in Spanish America as a man, and as a 
child lived in Spain. I speak tho Span- 
ish language perfectly and also write it. 
1 hold tho dogree of "Doctor of Philoso- 
phy," the highest degree that the Univer- 
sity of Bergen, where 1 was educated, 
grants. 1 studied tho Greek for nine 
years. I dictated the translation and it 
was writton dow n.

CABLE NEWS. 

Nan-ConnirmUl Bauuut'l. 

London, Nov. 14.— A banquet was 
given by the Non-Conformist Unionist 
Association in honor of Lord Salisbury 
and Lord Hartington, both of whom were 
present. Balfour, unable to attend, sent 
a letter of regret, in which he said that 
the banquet would assist to dispel the 
idea that the non-conforinists wore hostile 
to the policy of the government. Lord 
Salisbury said that ft short while ago it 
would have been impossible for those 
present to have met at a public din- 
ner. Tho change showed the people the 
danger they had to face. He looked 
with terror at the insanity which 
had seized certain English states- 
men. The (Jladstonians wore sailing 
under sealed orders until they arrived at 
the congenial zone of office. Whatever 
policy they thou declared could have been 
made consistent with some portion of 
Gladstone's career. Tho public were told 
to trust to the generous instincts of Ire- 
land, but the revolutionists always pushed 
the weak aside. The Parneilites would 
not, however, be thrust aside by ihe sud- 
den appearance of scrupulous and honor- 
Jilo statesmen. Lord Hartington said 
:i it neither of the two parties in Ireland 
could be trusted to govern, while to leave 
the weaker at the mercy of the stronger 
would be disgraceful. 

A Nihilist Plot. 

Sr. Petersbdbo, Nov. 14. — Lt is stated 
that a student committed suicide at Borki 
immediately after the accident to the 
Czar's train. The inference is that the 
disaster was the result of a Nihilist plot.

London, Nov. 14.— The Daily Newt 
correspondent at Vienna says Eloper. 
William, of Germany, is desirous th'a 
Emperor Francis Joseph and tho Ozai 
shall visit Berlin at the same time. Tin 
Austrian Emperor refuses to meet the 
Czar unless the latter withdraws his 
troops from the Austrian frontier, and 
the Gorman Kaiser is endeavoring to per- 
suade the Russian Emperor to agree te 
thoir withdrawal.

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TWO TRIPS. 

'.'When you have nothing to say, don't 
say anything," was the very good advice 
once yiven to a young orator, Jt is 
equally applicable to journalists, young 
and old. They would save themselves 
much humiliation, and thoir reudora from 
many an infliction, by following it closely. 
Tho Victoria organ of tho Opposition, 
having nothing to say about tho Provin- 
cial Secretary's mission to tho East, bores 
its readers with a leading article, in which 
there is neither information not common 
sense, neither wit nor wisdom. The 
writer evidently intends to be funny, but 
ho succoeds in being only silly. He con- 
siders it smart to take it for granted that 
there can bo no business of surticiont im- 
portance to the Province to warrant the 
Provincial Secretary taking a journey to 
Ottawa. Thore is really nothing clover or 
original in this supposition. It is exactly 
such an idea us would suggest itself to 
an ill-natured idiot who wanted to find 
fault with the Government without know- 
ing whether or not it has done anything 
worthy of blame. Everyone at all ac 
quainted with public business, knows 
there tire times and occasions when tho 
presence of a nieiubor of the Local Gov 
e. nment is,in the interests of the Province, 
absolutely required in Ottawa. Every- 
thing cannot be done by correspondence. 
There are representations to bo made and 
explanations to be given rendering the 
presence of a person intimately acquainted 
with the whole business, whatever it may 
be, who is prepared to present the Pro- 
vincial aspect- of the case in its true light 
A few words at tho proper time from a 
capable man who is bound to see that 
justice is done to the Province he repre 
seuts, may be of incalculable value to its 
inhabitants both now and in tho future. 
And no one but a school district politician 
would give a moment's thought to the ex- 
penses, trivial as they must be, of such ft 
representative. The reference to a "junk 
etttng trip" on the part, of our contem- 
porary is unfortunate. As everyone 
knows the Hon. Mr. Robson is not given 
to taking unnecessary holidays. Work is 
his dissipation. Hut the 'Times surely 
need not be reminded of a "junkelting 
trip" which its principal owner took when 
public business of tho utmost importance 
demanded his immediate attention. If 
the Provincial Secretary when he knew 
that, the work in the Government offices 
was fearfully behind hand and had good 
reason to believe that a public official, one 
of Ins subordinates, whs defrauding the 
public, had taken a "junkotting trip, "the 
Times and the public would have good rea- 
son to find fault. But when a high civic 
official went on a "junkotting trip" under 
just such circumstances, tho Times had 
not a word of even friendly remonstrance 
to say. In its estimation the pleasure o£ 
its friend and master was of moro impor- 
tance than the interests of the public. 
He might go and have a good time at Van- 
couver, no matter what, became of the 
money of the city taxpayers. But when 
tho Provincial Secretary goes to Ottawa 
on important business, the sleepy Times 
wakes up and attributes to him all kinds 
of' unworthy motives. This is not honest 
journalism. It is not even decently fair 
party criticism.

is voted a bore. It does seem as if think, 
ing was in danger of becoming a lost art- 
A shtrp debate is as good a mental stim- 
ulus as we know of. It sots those who 
take part in it and those who hear it 
thinking and enquiring. And if it docs 
cause excitement and rouso a little angry 
feeling, is not this, although perhaps a 
liule unpleasant, better than mental tor- 
por ? Our young men need discipline of 
this kind. Almost every one must at 
some time or other weigh arguments and 
try to discover on which sido tho truth is 
to be found. Every man in this country 
is a voter, and almost every one wants to 
vote intelligently, but he cannot do this 
unless he acquires some political know- 
ledge and gets into tho habit of thinking. 
Very many are required to servo on 
juries and the juryman must do tho best 
ho can to decide which sido has the 
best of the argument. In a free country, 
as this is, much important business is 
done at public meetings, and a man who 
is not acquainted with the forms and rules 
of debate is pretty sure to act and speak 
like a fool, if his duty or inclination re- 
quires him to take part in tho meeting of 
the simplest kind. How few mon there 
are who know how to act as chairman of a 
meeting even decently well ! Sensible 
and fairly well educated men often make 
a sad mess of it when they aro called upon 
to fill this position or to draw up a resolu- 
tion. Now, as good a place as any to get 
the knowledge necessary to enable a man 
to perform these civic duties respectably 
is at a debating club. The public 
affairs of the city, or town, or 
school district, must bo carried on by 
the people who live in them. Some one 
must do tho thinking, and those who do 
not take the trouble to think must be led 
or driven by those who have learned to use 
their bruins. It is humiliating to observe 
tho kind of arguments that politicians 
often find it necessary to resort to ill order 
to induce people who have not learned to 
distinguish sense from nonsense, to vote 
as they wish. The speeches addressed to 
public meetings are often an insult to the 
intelligence of those who compose them. 
One would think that the man who is try- 
ing to influence the people is making game 
of them. But the unthinking swallow all 
that ho says for gospel. They tiro im- 
posed upon by tho most transparent 
sophistry. But this would not be so much 
the caso if young men listened to and took 
part in discussion. They would find out 
that they had much to learn and they in 
time would be able to distinguish sound 
argument from empty declamation or 
spiteful denunciation. There would be 
many still who would be impelled by 
their feolings rather than their reason, 
and many who would act as their personal 
interests dictated, no matter what they 
believed to be tho right, but there would 
be a far greater number of fair-minded 
men who would have sulliciont knowledge 
to take a reasonable view of things, and 
who would act upon their convictions of 
what is right. Tho debating society is a 
good educator, we wish thore wore more 
of them.

And lot 
those who have many things to be grateful 
for and yet feel no gratitude, confess that 
they are miserable creatures who by some 
had habit thoy have contracted or some 
infirmity of their constitution miss much 
of the happiness which nature and Pro- 
vidence intended they should enjoy.

If we save half 
tho thought to the comforts we enjoy and 
tho kindnesses and the civilities that aro 
extended to us, that we do to tho hard- 
ships and privations we suffer, and the 
slights, real or fancied, that we are obliged 
boar, wo would bo much more cheerful 
than we aro and would have a keener en- 
joyment of life. Most of us suffer, and 
sudor keenly, from evils and misfortunes 
that never happened and are not going to 
tappon. When one looks back and sees 
all tho worry and unhappiness he has had 
for nothing, ho ought to make a deter- 
mination never again to go a step out of 
his way to moot evil, for the evil may 
never come, or what appears to bo evil in 
the distance may not be evil at all, and 
oven the evil if it must come is hard 
enough to bear without having added to 
it tho tortures of apprehension, It is 
true philosophy, then, to cultivate a cheer- 
ful spirit, to enjoy the good when it conies 
and when misfortune overtakes us to 
ntako tho best of a bad job. It is our 
duty to bo thankful, but the thankful- 
ness that has no other source than a sense 
of duty is a very poor kind of thankful- 
ness. Tho child does not laugh, tho bird 
does not sing, and tho lamb does not skip 
from a sense of duty. It is tho 
duty of those creatures to bo glad, no 
doubt, hut their joyousness is in thoir 
constitution it is part of thoir nature. 
And they aro all tho hotter for it. And 
so ovory one of us, even tho glummest 
and most morose, 1ms capacities for cheer- 
fulness implanted in his nature if ho 
would only give them a chanco. But 
thoro is a sort of porvorsity in some people 
that makes thorn discourage in themselves 
and others any tendency towards choor- 
fulnuss, any manifestation of lighthcartod- 
iioss. They seem, paradoxical as it may 
appear, only happy when they are miser-

NEVADA TO BOOM. 



The Alkaline Desert Klch In Constituent* 
ot Agricultural Value. 



It may sound like a wild declaration, 
but Nevada is bound to bo one of the 
most productive States in the t nion.

Hero 
they look for the rich black loam com- 
mon in the Middle States, and tho ab- 
sence ot this particular Boil impresses 
them with the idea that our soil lacks 
richnesa. Nevada soil is not of vegetable 
creation exclusively, but on tho contrary 
is produced by the decomposition oi rocK 
formation, pregnant with mineral, and of 
that character that gives strength to the 
soil that is perpetual. Tho oxidation of 
mineral is continual, hence t .e soil is 
constantly receiving benefits through 
natural Hources that invigorate it. 

Our nativo grasses are stronger and 
more nutritious than those of the Middle 
aud Western States, and why? Because 
the latter are almost purely the produc- 
tion of vegetable soil, woiio the gr.ia.ses 
in Nevada absorb from the soil the min- 
eral properties that make them nutri- 
tious and strong. Our cattle, even those 
that are fattened upon tho l.ange, make 
latter and sweeter beef than those of the 
Middle and Western States, simply be- 
cause they obtain iu the graxsi a mineral 
properties that are health-giving and fat- 
producing. This is way Nevada beoi is 
sought alter. Uur soil possesses all the 
medicinal qualites essentiel to tho pro- 
duction of grain grasses ot every descri p- 
t ion, and also of health giving vegetables. 
The richness and purity of our cereals, 
beef and vegetables is the secret of the 
general good health of our populace, 
coupied with an invigorating, glorious 
climate. That time is not far distant 
when every sago brush Hat in this Stale 
that can be watered by natural or artili- 
chd means will be covered with waving 
grain. Nevada is an agricultural State, 
one that will play her part, and nobly, 
too, in the history of Ameiicau agricul- 
ture. 



[ElopliAnts In the Lumber liuslnos*. 

Lazy and clumsy-looking as the ele- 
phant appears in our menageries, where 
it is merely an object of curiosity, in Asia 
it is as useful an animal as the horse, 
and is, indeed, employed iu a greater 
variety of ways. 

There are few, if any, tasks which a 
horso can bo trusted to perform without 
careful and constant guidance; whereas 
the elephant is frequently given as much 
independence of action as a man woul i 
have for the same work. This is notably 
tho case iu the lumber-yards of Kangoou 
aud Maulmein, where the entire opera- 
tion of moving and piling the heavy tim- 
ber is performed by mule elephants 
without any special supervision by tho 
keepers. 

The logs to bo moved are teakwood, 
which is very heavy. They are cut into 
lengths of twenty feet, witu a diameter 
or perhaps a square, of about a foot. An 
elephant will go to a log, kneel down, 
t ,rust his tusks under the middle o; it, 
i tin his trunk over it, test it to see thai 
it is evenly balanced, and then rise with 
it and easily carry it to the pile which is 
being made. Placing the log carefully 
on the pile in its proper place, the saga- 
cious animal will step back a few pares 
and measure with 1ns eye to determine 
whether or not iho log needs pushrng 
one way or another. It will then make 
any necessary alteration of position. 1 n 
this way, without a word of coin man i 
from its mahout, or driver, it will go on 
with its work. 

To do any special task, it muit, of 
course, be directed by the mahout; but 
it is marvelous to see how readily this 
great creature comprehends its instruc- 
tions, and how ingeniously it makes use 
of it3 strength. If a log too heavy to be 
carried is to be moved a short distance, 
the elephant will bend low, place his 
great head against the end oi the log and 
then with a sudden exertion of strength 
and weight throw his body forward and 
fairly push the log along ; or, to move the 
log any great distance, ho will encircle it 
.with a" chain and drag his load behind 
him. 

As a rule, however, the work of drag- 
ging is done by the female elephants, 
since haviug no tusks, they can not carry 
logs as the male elephants do. A man 
could hardly display more judgment in 
the adjustment of the rope or chain 
around a log, nor could a man with his 
two hands tie and untie knots more skill- 
fully than do they with their trunks. 

In Washington's Days.

Have an enormous chitterlin lo your 
shirt, the broader the belter ; and pull it 
up to look as like tho pouter pigeon aa 
you possibly can. 

"A white waistcoat without shirts and 
a coat with a collar up to your ears will 
do lor an early hour; and, .if they say 
your head looks like that of John t.io 
Baptist in a charger, teil them you are 
not ashamed to look like au Apostle, 
whatever they are. Your first appear- 
ance must be :a red morocco slippers 
with yellow heels ; your second in shoes 
with the Vandyke tie ; your third in 
Cordovan boots, with very long rowehjd 
spurs, which are very useful to walk in, 
for, ii you tea* - a lady's apron, it gives 
you a good opportunity o! Bhowing how 
gracefully you can ask pardon. Your 
iourtn dress must be the three-cornered 
hat, tho Paris pump aud tho Arioia 
buckle.

letter, I think it was about the 13fh or 
14ch of October, 1 was speaking to him. 
At that time ho spoko of the Oriout and 
said he had lived six yours at A thens and 
Constantinople. The doctor showed mo 
certain papers — tho journal he usod to is- 
sue here, and a letter from somo person 
in Montreal whore he said be used to got 
84,000 a year for writing for some paper. 
I saw a number of letters, Dr. Griffin 
brought out a bundle of letters. 1 re- 
ceived an anonymous letter before 1 had 
had the conversation with Dr. Griffin. 1 
had spoken to him before on several occa- 
sions. 1 recognize tho letter (letter pro- 
duced) as the one 1 received. It is writ- 
ten in Spanish, aud translated, roads: — 
"If you aro going to help Mr. Dunsmuir, 
wo are aro going to kill you. Wo know all. 
We know that there is a fool horo from 
San Francisco, We are very strong and 
we have meinbors in all parts of the 
world. You are a fool, and you cannot 
do anything against us. Take care. We 
are not going to kill you alone, but also 
your wife, if you aro not goini; to leave 
Mr. Dunsmuir alone." The letter I ro- 
coivod was in the same handwriting as 
the ones 1 translated for Mr. Dunsmuir. 
When I was at Dr. Griffin's house, the 
day after translating the lotters, 1 think, 
I saw similar writing on tho bundle of 
letters ho then had. J would not bo cer- 
tain that the handwriting was tho sanio, 
but think it was. I told tho detective 
of tho matter. I was surprised at tho 
time, but did not say anything when 1 
noticed the similarity of the handwriting. 
This was sometime about the 13th or 14th 
of last mouth. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walker: — 
1 am not an export in tho comparison of 
handwriting. 

Mr. Walker — Then 1 object to tho 
whole of this evidence. The witness ex- 
plained that ho could toll if writing was 
similar as any other man could. 

His honor did not think that Mr. 
Walker's objection should be sustained. 

Mr. Walker submitted as his authority 
tho ruling in the ease of Begins v. Wel- 
burn and Riordon; Cox's Criminal Cases. 

Mis honor gave us his ruling that all tho 
evidence produced was admissable. 

The cross-examination continued. Wit- 
ness — 1 have generally seen Dr. Griffin at 
his house, whore 1 called for items for my 
paper. Met him two or three times on 
the street. I have soon Dr. Griffin's 
handwriting once or twice. I have never 
seen him write. 1 arrived in this country 
about the first, of November, 1887. 

His Honor -Is the Greek iu which 
these letters are written ancient or mod- 
ern Greek 

Witness— It is excellent old Greek- 
classical Greek— not. the kind that is 
spoken now. 

His Honor — If a man learned Greek in 
Athens while living there now, would it 
be this kind I 

Witness — He would learn the now mod- 
ern (ireek. They teach the old Greek in 
the schools of Athens. 

Mr. Walker— When did Dr. Griffin 
tell you that he had lived in Athens / 

Witness— At the time that the conver- 
sation 1 have referred to, took place. He 
said that he had lived six years in tho 
Orient. 

This completed the cross-examination. 

Benjamin F.Athorton, sworn:— 1 know 
Dr. Griffin. Have known him about a 
year and a half. 1 have been pretty close- 
ly connected with him during that period. 
1 came to Victoria in June, 1888. 1 have 
done considerable for Dr. Gritlin since I 
have been hero. 1 have acted as his pri- 
vate secretary. I have seen him write a 
great number of times. I have seen 
writing in other languages than English 
that he said was his. To the best of my 
recollection they were French and Span- 
ish. I have seen some characters in his 
writings that resembled Greek or short- 
hand. I have written letters at his dic- 
tation. Sometimes 1 posted them and 
sometimes he did. I cannot say what was 
always done with them. I have done 
some copying for Dr. Griffin of letters 
written m Spanish. 1 recognize the Span- 
ish, in the letter (Exhibit D) produced. I 
know nothing about the first part— the 
address to Mr. Duniniur. The 
first word Euvktnutr I recognize as 
a word I have written at JL)r. 
Griffin's request. I have had con- 
siderable experience in writing Span- 
ish. I was formerly searcher of re- 
cords in Los Angeles. I recognize the 
word referred to. As nearly as 1 know 
Spanish, I think that the two first letters 
aro useless. The word without those 
letters would mean to go away — get out — 
clear out. 1 was in Dr. Griffin's oflici 
more or less every day. 1 would recog 
nize tho stationary he generally used. He 
used blocks of paper similar to that on 
\shieh the letters produced are written. 
I did not buy it. 1 have conversed with 
Dr. Griffin u nuinbor of times when Mr. 
Dunsmtlir's name has been mentioned. 
Dr. Griffin has said a number of things 
•■.bout Mr. Dunsmuir by which 1 would 
not imagine that the feeling was very 
good between Mr. Dunsmuir and Dr. 
Griffin. 1 remember one conversation in 
particular. It was in regard to what Mr. 
Dunsmuir had done against him in regard 
to selling his coal lands. He said Mr. 
Dunsmuir was a very dangerous man. 
Said he was a s — of a b — — ; ho said that 
he hud no use for Mr. Dunsmuir, niggers, 
Chinese or Jews, I was in Dr. Griffin's 
room at the hotel when the conversation 
took place. Wo were tho only persons 
present. 1 have mailed letters at his re- 
quest. I recognize the envelope produced 
addressed to "Mr. Howard, Occidental 
hotel." It is similar to one I mailed by Dr. 
Griffin's directions. To tho best of my recol- 
lection 1 mailed it in the postoffice box at 
tho corner of Pandora and Bln.l1 chard 
streets. It was not addressed in tho 
usual way Dr. Griffin addressed letters. 
He generally wrote the address in a large 
scrawling hand. The individual letters 
were usually about five times the size of 
those in the address un the envelope. 
He sometimes addressed letters -"Mr." 
and sometimes "Ea<j.," it depended on 
the person addressed, which title he gave. 
If the person addressed had any business 
or titles he never omitted to put them all 
ill. I did not know who Mr. Howard 
was. 

(A sciap of paper was produced and 
shown to witness. It contained u draw- 
ing of a "black hand.") I have seen this 
scrap of paper before. It came from 
papers that were in the office of tho <S'oi:i<(( 
World, (Scrap of paper placed in evi- 
dence.) From what, I know of Dr. Griffin, 
1 should say hu could be a good penman 
when he wanted to be. 

His honor enquired what the Social 
World was, and Mr. Taylor replied that 
ho would explain shortly. The scrap of 
paper, on which was traced the "Black 
Hand," was handed bis honor for inspec- 
tion. 

Witness, continuing- — 1 was looking 
after some letters in Dr. Griffin's hand- 
writing and this was among t hem aud I 
took it with other papers, I had si en the 
black hand on anonymous letters before. 
Thu Social World was a paper Dr. Griffin 
was editor and proprietor of. I was work- 
ing on the Social World. This scrap was 
with papers that 1 stowed away in tho 
garret whore the landlord would not find 
tnem. The scrap was in the waste-paper 
basket in Griffin's room. 1 put it in the 
garret as the landlord would not let mo 
throw the papers in tho yard. Dr. (iriflin 
told mo to ouipty the basket. I did not 
go and get tho Ronfp of paper till three or 
four days ago. It lias Iain iu the garret 
since tho latter part, of July. At the timu 
1 wrote words similar to those in Spanish 
pointed out in the letter, 1 asked him 
what, they wore for. He said they word 
for an epitaph for a man's tombstone cl- 



an obituary. 1 recognize all those docu- 
ments (produced in court). I got them in 
the old office from Mr. Cohen the printer. 
Mr. Cohen was tho printer of the &>ciai 
World, 1 pioked up most of the exhibits 
from writing there three or four days 
ago. 

Mr. Taylor — It will take some time in 
concluding the examination of thia wit- 
ness, and as your honor requires to take 
luncheon 

His honor — 1 never take luncheon. 

Mr. Taylor expressed a regret that the 
others in the case were not disposed to 
forego thoir mid-day meal, and asked for 
an adjournment for luncheon, which was 
granted. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Benjamin F. Athorton, resumed: I 
recognize the writing on this scrap of pa- 
por as Dr. Griffin's. I have had consid- 
erable experience in comparing hand- 
writing in Los Angeles, Cal. It was part 
of my businoss as a searcher of records. 
1 have had considerable familiarity with 
Dr. Griffin's handwriting. (Letters re- 
ceived by Mr. Dunsmuir produced) I 
would say tho Spanish portion is in Dr. 
Griffin's handwriting. 1 did not see him 
write this letter (Exhibit B), but I recog- 
nize the handwriting us Dr. Griffin's. (En- 
velopes handed to witness). I would say 
these were addressed in Dr. Griffin's 
handwriting. The capitals are his and 
tho "Dunsmuir," plainly. Dr. Griffin's 
custom was to write with a stub pen. He 
had ono of those stylographic, self-inking 
pons. (Pen produced and identified.) 

CroBS-exumined by Mr. Walker — 1 was 
searcher of records at Los Angelos, 
California. It is part of my busi- 
siness to compare handwriting. t 
am well acquainted with Dr. Griffin's 
handwriting. Whon ho was running tho 
Southern California Land Bureau all tho 
books and bonds came into my hands. 
Have also seen a groat doal of Dr. Grif- 
fin's correspondence. 

The witness, by request of tho counsel 
for tho defence, went into a detailed ex- 
planation of how he formed his conclusion 
that Dr. Griffin had addressed tho enve- 
lope produced, by comparing tho address 
on the envelope with some of Dr. Griffin's 
old manuscript, particularly his poculiar 
capital M. I compared this M four or 
five days ago. Tho pupers 1 compared it 
with 1 took from papers in the Social 
World office, and which camo out of Dr. 
Griffin's pocket. 1 saw Dr. Griffin take 
thein out of his pocket on or about the 
25th of July. Thu last 1 saw of the 
papers was about five days ago. I know 
just where thoy have been since July. 
They were where I put thorn. 1 saw 
the papers again about the latter 
part of August. This paper was 
a portion of the headlines of the 
Social World. "Mark out" wus written 
on it in Doctor Griffin's writing. I saw 
Dr. Griffin write the words "mark out." 
He wrote it in tho office of tho Social 
World. The errand boy, I don't know 
his name, was also there. I never knew 
the errand hoy 'a name. I called him 
"Jimmy" if 1 wanted him. 

Mr. Walker — Why did you call him 
"Jimmy 1" 

Witness - 1 did not know his name and 
"Jimmy" did as well as anything else to 
attract his attention. 

Mr. Walker— How many office boyB 
were there ? 

Witness — Don't know. Several. 

Mr. Walker— Did you call them all 
"Jimmy V" 

Witness— No, I called some George and 
some Jimmy; anything to attract thoir at- 
tention when 1 wanted thorn. 

Mr. Walker— How do you know this 
particular office boy was not tho ono you 
called George ( 

Witness — You can generally tell tho 
difference between one man and another if 
he's a white man, It was in August 
I saw Dr. Gritlin write this particular M. 
(The envelope addressed to Mr. Howard 
produced). I recognize this us the one 1 
posted, it is Dr. (iritlin's custom to give 
a man's full name in writing him. When 
1 am given a letter to post for anyone, I 
always read it : that is, I gonorally road 
the address. I thought that the address 
wus a strange one to come from the hand 
of Dr. (ri itiin. He gave me the lottor to 
post in tho Windsor hotel, when I was 
working for Mr. Sehl. I loft Mr. Sold 
because 1 did not think my services wore 
required any longer. He did not discharge 
me. 1 recognize the envelope us ono I 
posted on October 11th. 1 did not see 
Dr. Griffin address tho letter. 1 recognize 
the handwriting as his. 1 have been in 
the habit of copying letters for Dr. Griffin 
and know how he forms his letters. 
In exhibit B. tho word etwiamdt 
occurs. Dr. Griffin has asked mo to 
copy documents containing this word. 
1 don't know bow the word should be 
pronounced. I have a very limited know- 
ledge of Spanish. A Californian would 
say that the body of the word moans 
vamoose — go away —light out — depart — 
skip. I don't know anything about 
Greek, I'm sorry to say. I should say all 
the letters produced were written by tho 
same person, I am a pretty gcod friend 
of Dr. Griffin's. 1 nevor had a quurrel 
with him. I did not tell anyone in Vic- 
t iris that 1 would get even with the doc- 
tor before I left tho country. I said if 
Dr. (iriflin did not stop troubling mo, 1 
would have to bother him. 1 told Mr. 
Jacob Sehl for one. I have said that ho 
(Dr. Gritlin) had better not cross my path 
so much. For instance, if I got to work 
at a place, a short time after tho doctor 
would appear and claim me as a friend, 
and 1 found his friendship very detrimen- 
tal. 1 have told Mr. McDonald of tho 
Windsor Hotel that I was ono of Dr. 
Griffin's bondsmen, aud had come up to 
got oven with him from a money 
point of view. Recognize a trac- 
ing of a map (placed in evidence) 
as a copy made by inc. I was Dr. Grif- 
fin's clerk during a portion of the time ho 
was running the Social World. Don't 
know that lie ever disposed of that paper. 

Mr. Walker— Who is Mr. Howard j 

Witness — What are his initials ? There 
aro a great many "Mr. Howards," I Bup- 
poso. 

Mr. Walker— The Mr. Howard to whom 
this letter was addressed 1 

Witness- I don't know the gentleman 
at all.

When 1 want Dr. Griffin's bond 
I hod property vuluod at tho amount of 
92,600. When 1 had to pay the bond my 
property had depreciated in value. When

conts and sometimes 81, not more than $5 
in all. 1 expect to got my puy when ho 
sells his coal lands.
